Miss Florence J. Watson, widely- 
known Atlanta music teacher, was 
pronounced dead when she was taken 
to Georgia Baptist hospital. 

Her sister, Mrs. Bessie Saine, a 
school teacher of Canton, also was 
taken to Georgia Baptist, where it 
was said an examination disclosed a 
fractured skull and other severe in- 
juries. 

Miss Watson, who was 45 years of 
age, lived at 388 Eighth street, N. E. 

She and Mrs. Saine had just 
alighted from a northbound street 
ear at the intersection of Kighth 
street. Witnesses told police the two 
trucks—light coal trucks—were rac- 
ing at a high rate of speed down 
Boulevard, Both trucks were the 
property of the A. C. and J. Walters 
Coal Company, of 587 Virginia arec- 
nue, N. BF. 

One of the trucks, witnesses said, 
struck Miss Watson and Mrs. Saine. 
knocked them down, and. without 
slowing its speed, sped northward on 
Boulevard, closely followed by the 
second truck.

U.S. WHEAT ASKED 
BY SENATE GROUP 
10 FEED JOBLESS 


Committee Approves Bill 
Authorizing FarmBoard 
To Release Part of Sur- 
plus for Needy. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—()—A 
senate committee today started a move 
to take down the bars which separate 
the needy from the farm board’s moun- 
tainous store of wheat. 

With the approval of Chairman 
Stone, of the board, the agriculture 
committee indorsed a measure to give 
40,000,000 bushels of wheat to charity. 

The board, despite sales of millions 
of bushels to foreign governments, 
still has about 189,000,000 bushels 
which it acquired during costly stabi- 
lization operations. 

Chairman MeNary, of the commit- 
tee, said the measures would be press- 
ed for senate action Monday in time 
for a Christmas gift. 

Senators Capper, republican, Kan- 
sas, and Wheeler, democrat. Montana, 
sponsored the wheat donation. They 
drafted the 40,000,000 bushel. bill, to- 
gether with Senator Thomas, demo- 
crat, Oklahoma. : 

Despite its indorsement by Chair- 
man Stone, there is some speculation 
of the attitude of the administration 
toward the measure. President Hoo- 
ver has opposed any direct appropria- 
tion from the federal treasury for 
feeding or clothing on the principle 
that it would amount to a dole. 

The measure would have the wheat 
charged . to the credit of the farm 
board's’ {000,000 revolving fund 
and does not involve any government 
appropriation.

Flood conditions drove residents 


way and railroad traffic in scattered 
sections of the south yesterday as fog- | 


ules and gave threat of additional 
rains today. 

Batesville, in northern Mississippi, 
became a haven for flood refugees as 
three breaks in the levee of the Talla- 
hatchie river near there Friday flood- 


ed lowlands at Mimms and Curtis. 

Several hundred negro plantation 
workers in southern Panola county, 
Mississippi, left their homes after 
flood waters crept in to that vicinity. 
Batesville prepared to take care of 
250 families expected from Crowder, 
Stone and Asa, Miss., in the path of 
the flow. 

In southern Arkansas, threats of 
a serious flood faded as small streams 
receded and the great Ouachita river 
carried off the flood waters. At Mon- 
roe, La., however, the Ovachita war 
reported rising. Bernice, La., was 
isolated from highway and railroad 
communication for some time by a 
flood in Cornie bayou late Friday. 

Small streams in southern Arkan- 
sas rose rapidly during the week, due 
to the burden of water from creeks 
flooded by heavy rains. In El Dorado, 
15 inches of rain fell in less than a 
week. This aggravated the situation, 
but the little streams receded as rap- 
idly as they rose, when there was a 
let-up in rain. 

Most. of those affected by the low- 
land floods, especially in Mississippi, 
were negroes. No loss of life was 
reported, and residents generally did 
not view the situation with any alarm. 
The land is flat and the water spreads

000 of the state funds in an effort to 
stabilize the hog market, has been 
sitting on the sidelines: So have a 
number of others, less conspicious but 
probably more concerned. 

When the auditor blew the whistle, 
to mix the metaphor a little, no one 
seemed anxious for the kick-off. In 
fact, there wasn't a kick-off until the 
legislature met. Even then, the, con- 
stitution had provided for no particu- 
lar referee, so all hands, including sev- 
eral members of the third house, vol- 
unteered for the job. 

With so many referees and umpires, 
it was inevitable that. the players 
would get confused about the rules.

DES I NEW ORLEANS 


NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 19.—(/)— 
More than sixty years of colorful 
steamboating became an epitaph for 
Captain L. V. Cooley today when the 
dean of the lower Mississippi's packet 
men passed away quietly in a hospi- 
tal here today. : 

A dominant figure in. the river trade 
for half a century, Captain Cooley 
died as he had wished to die—without 
retiring.

On Mooney Inquiry 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 19,—()— 
Three senators today sought from 
President Hoover the. secret reports 
on which the Wiekersham commission 
based a denunciation of the laws 
under which the famous Mooney- 
Billings case Was conducted as “shock- 
ing to one’s sense of justice.” 

All unpublished information on the 
subject collected by the commissions 
experts was requested in a resolution 
introduced by Senators Cutting, re- 
publican, New Mexico: Walsh, demo- 
erat, Montana, and Costigan, demo- 
crat, Colorado. e ' 

In a report on criminal procedure 
to the president last July, the com- 
mission cited the case in whieh: War- 
ren K. Billings and Thomas J. Mooney. 
were imprisoned for the 1916 Pre- 
paredness Day bombing in San Fran- 
cisco’ as one in which motions for a 
new trial were held “inadequate to 
prevent injustice.”

mention only one agency active in re- 
lief work. will require in December 
$20,000 for emergency relief alone, 
compared to $2,445 for this service 
in December last year. The pressure 
of its social service has increased also, 
the natural result of the breakdown 
of family groups, so that $13,000 will 
be needed this month for that part 
of the society's program, compared 
to $6.500 last December.” 

Little Hope for Improvement.

2. That Atlanta gives for family 
relief the lowest amount per capita 
of any fmportant city in the United 
States—$5.89 per family per month 
—according to records of the Russell 
Sage Foundation. 

Mr. Miller drew the conclusion that 
contributors to the Community Chest 
and the emergency relief funds should 
speed the payment of their pledges, 
taking care of them when due and 
payable, and that contributions gen- 
erally should be increased. He point- 
ed out that $340,000 was set as the 
goal for the unemployment emergency 
fund in the October campaign, a sum 
regarded as the minimum necessary 
for the task. 

“The increasing burden of need, the 


growing army of families whose every 
resource is exhausted, shows us now 
that the sum will be inadequate,” 
said Mr. Miller. “And against this 
need, the city failed to contribute the 
sum by $200,000.

Railroad securities were stimulated 
by the news from Washington that 
Daniel Willard, president of the Bal-

Basic Policy Outlined. 

Leading executives outlined their 
basic policy which, they said, called 
for the concentration of buying power 
n a relatively small list of securities, 
including a number of railroad issues. 
Better performance by these issues, 
they believed, would strengthen other 
bonds as well. 

No estimates were made as to the 
amount of capital that would be put 
to work in the market. This will de- 
pend largely upon the further success 
of the program to stabilize prices. 
Assuming that general response of 
the market continues favorable, it was 
stated, a total of around $100,000,000 
investment capital might readily be 
released for purchase of bonds. 


TENNESSEE APPROVES 
BILLS 10 GUT DEFICIT 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Dee. 19.— 
(P)—The Tennessee legislature voted 
to adjourn today after adopting nu- 
merous revenue measures designed fod 
meet an estimated $12,000,000 deficit. 

An increase in gasoline tax from 
6 to 7 cents, a $3,000,000 cut in ap 
propriations and expenditures, diver- 
sion of $1,200,000 from highway 
funds, and authorization of a $5,000,- 
000 bond issue were among the ac- 
complishments finally recorded. 

The gas tax increase was approved 
today and signed by Governor Hor- 
ton a short time after passage. It 
will become effective at midnight to- 
night, the governor said, 

Revenue raised by the extra cent 
on gasoline will be used to retire the 
$5,000,000 bond issue, eastern bank- 
ing interests have stated they would 
buy the bonds if secured by the gaso- 
line tax. 

Financial Problem. 

The extraordinary § session was 
called for the purpose of balancing 
the state budget in a manner to meet 
requirements of the money lenders. 
The state was authorized to borrow 
money with which to meet current 
expenses about a month ago, but New 
York bankers demanded a better bud- 
get system before the loan could be 
made, 

The house vote on the gasoline tax, 
among the last measures to be adopt- 
ed, was 62 to 31. Opponents made 
caustic comment on the failure to tax 
electric energy instead. 

In addition to balancing the bud- 
get, the general assembly approved a 
graduated income tax bill with rates 
ranging from 1 to 5 per cent for in- 
dividuals, 

Under this bill, corporations would 
pay 4 per cent on net earnings but 
would receive credit for the 3 per 
cent corporation excise tax now in 
effect. 

Other Measures Passed. 

Other accomplishments of the ses- 
gion include: 

Estimated saving of $510,000 
through relieving the general fund 
ef paying interest on bridge bonds. 

Creation of approximately $700,000 
fn revenue throngh a &2 registration 
fee for all motor vehicles. 

Addition of some S300.000 to the 
general fund from milage taxes on 
intrastate buses and trucks. 

Tightening of tobacco tax laws in a 
way to’ increase revenue from $600,- 
000 to $1,000,000. 

Adoption of a new general revenue 
bill figured to produce $300,000 from 
privilege taxes. 

Extension of act levying on income 
from stocks and bonds, estimated to 
raise $200,000.

Links Entire Pen on Single Wire 


Probably the most modern and 
“foolproof” communications system of 
any prison in the world is reaching 
completion at the <Atlonta federal 
penitentiary and wili be in full opera- 
tion about January 1. 

The current edition of Good Words, 
official publication at the peniten- 
tiary, describes the system in detail 
and points out that its installation 
was worked out by an inmate, an 
electrical engineer. 

“The management was fortunate in 
having a capable electrical engineer 
as one of its reguiar boarders,” the 
leading article of the month said in 
describing the automatic system. 

Through its use, instantaneous con-| 
nections can be made with every! 
“key” point in the penitentiary, plac- 
ing all on one master circuit for issu- 
ance of “emergency orders.” ‘The 
Wires are strung in lead conduits en- 
cased in iron pipes, safe from any 
tampering. 

“The only lines extending outside 
the walls connect with a small switch- 
board to be handled by the officer 
in charge of the ‘armory,’ a room in 
the west front corrider of the admin- 
istration building,” the article said. 

“The central switchboard of the 


new automatic system is located in a 
blind room on the east of the main 
corridor of the administration build- 
ing. It will require no operation 
whatsoever and the room will not 
need to be entered except to make 
necessary occasional repairs.” 

“Executive right-of-way” service 
under the new system provides for 
the instantaneous, automatic disrup- 
tion of any other calls when the war- 
den, for example, dials 210: to get 
the deputy warden, 

By dialing 111, emergency confer- 
ence service is effected, connecting 
the warden, deputy warden, captain 
of the guards and the 10 watch tow- 
ers and other points. A speéial sig-} 
nal shows the warden instantly if: 
any “emergency conference service” ; 
point has not auswered. 

A prior call for fire service is ob- 
tained by dialing 222. placing the 
entire penitentiary on the alert, and 
showing each control office the origin 
of the call without the necessity to 
answer the phone.

Thus are we paying the price for 
the stupendous blunder of raising 
tariff walls at the very time they 
| should have been lowered. So long 


as we were the debtor nation we 


could raise these walls without dan- 
ger of serious disruption of world- 
wide conditions, but when we be- 
came the world’s creditor nation 
they became a barrier to the smooth 
flow of trade necessary to balanced 


economic conditions. 

The solution, thinks Mr. Courts, 
is to be found in a period during 
which corporate debts of every kind 
shall be treated as cumulative inter- 
est bonds, with receivership sus- 
pended while our tariff walls are 
being lowered. 

Such a course would bring quick 
relief to many interests now verg- 
ing on collapse, with threats of re- 
ceiverships and bankruptcies hang- 
ing over them like the sword of 
Damocles, but which if given a 
breathing spell could successfully 
work out their problems. As we 
lower our barriers against the com- 
merce of the world, other nations 
will follow suit. 

Meanwhile the world is continu- 
ally building higher walls against 
our trade, and if these retributive 
tariffs are continued much longer 
we will soon be confronted with the 
loss of our world commerce. 

Faced with such a prospect, the 
admonition of as competent a finan- 
cfer as Mr. Courts is worth the se- 
rious consideration of congress, and 
of the public.

In view of the staggering deficit 
faced by the government and the 
conditions of unemployment and lag- 
ging trade throughout the country, 
such figures as these are a striking 
commentary on the serious blow 
dealt to industry by laws which have 
failed signally to attain the condi- 
tion of national temperance for 
which they were enacted. 


Especially do they give reason 
for serious thought when it is taken 
into consideration that the illicit 
trade in beer now totals 40 per cent 
of the total amount sold at the peak 
of the industry, and that the na- 
tional government is losing on boot- 
leg beer alone a revenue of approxi- 
mately $100,000,000 a year. 

With a record of national tem- 
perance far better now than that of 
the United States, England receives 
from its heavily taxed liquor trade 
approximately half of the annual 
revenue of its government—a sum 
reaching the tremendous total of 
several billion dollars each year. 

The United States, with court 
records and increasing crime giv- 
ing eloquent testimony to the fact 
that bad conditions are growing 
steadily worse, isnot only not re- 
ceiving a dollar from its vast illicit 
liquor trade, but is spending hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars in abor- 
tive efforts to suppress it.

There was, first of all, the fact of 
physical isolation; in Washington's 
day, the distance from Europe to 
America, translated into time, meant 
six to eight weeks. Today, of course, 
the exchange of ideas may be accom- 
plished in minutes, and the exchange 
of people and goods in days. 

Economic Isolation. 

Secondly, there was the fact of 
economic isolation; the vast resources 
of the country, the tremendous vitali- 
ty of the people in opening the west 
and in developing these resources, the 
feeling of self-confidence and self-re- 
liance, these things made young Amer- 
ica in the nineteenth century disre- 
gard a growing economic interdepend- 
ence among all nations.

Atlanta Pastor Thinks 
Traffic Delays Could 
Be Materially Lessened 


Editor Constitution: Traffic condi- 
tions in Atlanta are becoming daily 
a greater problem. The multiplying 
thousands of cars in our own city 
and the continually growing number 
of tourist cars make travel more dif- 
ficult. 

Two suggestions appear to be worth 
the serious consideration of those 
who have such matters in charge. 

1. Make parking limits longer. For 
instance why mark a street 30-minute 
parking, or an hour parking when to 
get from such a point and do any- 
thing in the way of attending to busi- 
ness or shopping is impossible with- 
in such a short period. This just 
keeps cars circulating and stopping 
traffic when a longer parking limit 
would help solve this problem. 

2.—Why not change conditions at 
the junction of Spring and Mitchell 
at the Terminal station, and also at 
Spring and Marietta? ‘ 

The writer has occasion to drive 
over the city almost daily at various 
points where traffic is heavy. . Par- 
ticularly at the above mentioned 
street intersections. Thee time that 
is lost at these two junctions by cars 
turning to the right or left is ap- 


palling to those who desire to get 
across the city. The people who live 
in Atlanta could easily use either 
Whitehall or Forsyth if they knew 
they would be compelled to turn off 
at either of corners suggested and 
thus leave rush traffic to use Spring 
unobstructed by this mass of traffic 
at two of the busiest junctions in the 
city.

substance left to the contention that 
war debts and reparations are unre- 
lated subjects. War debts will not be 
paid. unless reparations are paid, 
whatever may be the legal distinc- 
tions. 

A committee of experts is already at 
work appraising Germany's capacity 
to continue reparations payments on 
the Young plan schedules. It is a fair 
guess that they arc going to find that 
Germany is unable to pay under pres- 
ent conditions. Then will come the 
German demand for a reduction in 
reparations, followed by an Allied de- 
mand upon us for a reduction in debts. 

“Under present conditions.” Why is 
it necessary to scale down the amounts 
owing to the United States to meet 
temporary exigencies and yet never 
possible to increase the amounts pay- 
able to the United States when condi- 
tions are favorable? It is easy to re- 
member when France could not possi- 
bly pay what she owed. We accepted 
her offer of $30,000,000 a year. Last 
month France withdrew several hun- 
dred million dollars worth of gold from 
the United States. 


One of the most discussed items in 
our financial ae cerigeny & with Eu- 
rope is the fact that our bankers have 
loaned to Germany several billion dol- 
lars of American money. A large pro- 
portion of this has been passed on to 
individual American investors in the 
shape of long term bonds, 

Senator Johnson has asked the sen- 
ate to make an investigation into the 
sales and holdings of foreign bonds 
and securities in this country. He 
proposes to call to Washington the 
heads of the great banking institu- 
tions who have issued these loans and 
question them as to the whys and 
wherefores of the transactions. 

Possibly it is incorrect to assume 
that the senator's chief desire is to 
show what interest these bankers now 
have in German loans and to what 
extent that interest is influencing the 
bankers in their frequent exhortations 
to the country to cancel the war debts 
and thus enable our debtors to cancel 
a proportionate amount of their repa- 
rations claims on Germany. At any 
rate, if Senator Johnson really goes 
into the ways and means by which 
between $7,000,000,000 and $9,000,- 
000,000 has been loaned abroad since 
the war, and how the American in- 
vestor has seen these securities de- 
preciate in an amount estimated from 
$3,000,000, to $5,000,000,000, the 
senator is going to come close to a 
very important problem not only in 
our financial life but in our interna- 
tion@f relations as well.

1915, by ultimatum enforcing Twen- 
ty-One Demands, Japan secured ex- 
tension of leases to 99 years. China 
denies and Japan asserts legality of 
these extensions. 

1920-31, Chinese repeatedly ignore 
provisions of 1915 treaties. 

1931, Japanese army becomes exas- 
perated and occupies most of Man- 
churia. Japan demands that China 
r ize and execute obligations of 
1905 and 1915 treaties. China de- 
mands that Japan recognize and live 
up to obligations of the covenant of 
the League, the nine-power treaty of 
Washington (1922) and the Briand-

NETS $172,999 
AT GEORGIA 


‘Figures for This Season 
Expected To Show 
Marked Increase. 


By The Associated Press. ’ 

Football at the Ufiiversity of Geor- 
gia brought in $172,999 at the turn- 
stile during the 1930 season, it was 
revealed today by State Auditor Tom 
Wisdom, who filed audits with Gov- 
ernor Russell covering the business 
affairs of the University Athletic As- 
sociation, the university system and 
the State College of Agriculture. The 
1931 audit, which will be made soon, 
is expected to exceed this figure by 
several thousand dollars. 

Georgia’s athletic feceipts for last 
year totaled $188,793, the audit of the 
association disclosed, of which foot- 
ball contributed $172, in the pe- 
riod between May 1, 1930, and June 
30, 1931. Student fees of $10,068 
represented most of the balance, base- 
ball bringing $1,622 and basketball 
only .$166.59. 

Of the total expenditures of $162,- 
603 by the association, $36,840 went 
to salaries for coaches and officials 
of the association. Total expenditures 
for guarantees and expenses of ath- 
letic teams were 76,751, of which 
football cost $57,905, baseball $3,735, 
basketball $5,102 and track $3,242. 

COACHES’ SALARIES, : 

Railway, Pullman and bus fares 
for the football team reached $9,519. 
The principal . salaries - paid were 


€7.820 to Harry Mehre, $4,458 to F. 
W. Thomas, the football coaches, and 
$3,999 to W. P. White, baseball coach. 

The audit of the university showed 
receipts of $3,083,932.55 for the en- 
tire system, and expenditures. of 
$3,063,625.36. The balance on hand 
at the end of the fiseal year being 
$45,695.02, an increase from $25,- 
®87.83 on July 1, 1930, over June 30, 
1931. 
Receipts of the university proper at 
Athens were $589,218, of which the 
state appropriated $235,175, and stu- 
dent fees represented $200,219. Ex- 
penditures totaled $621,833, of which 
$407,944 went for instruction anil 
$133,988 for administration and gen- 
eral expenses.

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STATE ENJOYS 


Setbacks to Georgia 
Athletic Circles.

Georgia’s football forces enjoyed an- 
other good season in 1931 but the 


‘state did not fare so well in other 


sports. 

The University of Georgia produced 
the best college football eleven, win- 
ning intersectional games from Yale, 
and New York University and defeat- 
ing North Carolina, Virginia Polytech- 
nie Institute, Vanderbilt, Florida and 
Georgia Tech, but lost to Tulane for 
the second straight year and was 
feated by Southern California in @ 
post-season contest. | 

The great Tulane team, Southern 
conference champions and the south’s 
representative in the Rose Bowl game 
on New Year’s Day in Pasadena, Cal., 
struck Georgia in the middle of its 
long, hard schedule and just after the 
hard game with N. Y. U. The Geor 
gians lost 20 to 7, but managed to 
hold the score lower than the 25 to 0 
lacing they took in 1930. 


By defeating Georgia Tech, 35 to 6, 
Georgia won its third straight victory 
over the Engineers, by one of the la 
est scores in the history of their riv 
ry, dating back to 1893. The victory 
put Georgia in the lead with 13 wing 
to 12 defeats in the 27 games played. 


MERCER’S SUCCESS. 
_ Mercer University, of Macon, en- 
joyed its best year in recent seasons, 
The Bears were a constant threat for 
the Southern Intercollegiate Athletic 
Association championship and led the 
association for most of the year. The 
Bears lost to Centre and Chatta- 
nooga, but won their annual state 
game from Oglethorpe for the second 
straight year, tied John Carroll, of 
Cleveland, in a scoreless intersectional 


conflict, and won from Erskine, Cita- Ss 


del, Stetson, Presbyterian, Wofford 
and Birmingham-Southern. 

Mercer will have most of its fine 
squad back next season, but Georgia 
lost 12 of its regulars. Mercer placed 
several men on the 8S. I. A. A. alk 
star team ag selected by the Asso- 
ciated Press, while Georgia landed 
“Catfish” Smith, the brilliant end, on 
both the All-America and All-Southern 
teams as selected by the ted 
Press. Downes, captain and quarter- 
back, was named on the Associated 
Press All-Southern. It was the third 
successive year that the Bulldog end 
mas been honored on the All-Southern 
eam. 

Georgia Tech, after a slow start, 
finished strong and gave indications 
of having a fine team in 1932. 
Jackets beat South Carolina and Flor 
ida, tied North Carolina, played Penn- 
sylvania to a 13-to-12 score and lost 
to Carnegie Tech, Auburn, Tulane, 
Vanderbilt and Georgia. Tech is to 
play the University of California in a 
charity game here New Year's Days 

OGLETHORPE. 

Oglethorpe, with a really fine team, 
was off to a bad start and lost more 
than half of its games. The Petrels 
beat Clemson, Furman, and Wake 
Forest, but lost to Mercer, Haskell, 
Loyola, Manhattan, Duquesne and 
Chattanooga. 

Piedmont, Bowdon,. North Georgia 
Aggies, Tifton A. & M., and a few 
other of the smaller colleges, also had 
fine teams and won a generous por- 
tion of their games. 

With Bobby Jones out of the pic- 
ture through his retirement, Georgia 
did little in golf during the past year. 
While a proposed tournament was 
cancelled at Savannah, Augusta held 
its yearly professional open meet, 
which was won by Joe Kirkland. 


GOLF. 

Charles Yates, 17-year-old Atlantan, 
won the state amateur championship 
and Miss Margaret Maddox, also of 
Atlanta, won the women’s champion- 
ship. Yates, as well as several other 
Georgians, performed well in the 
southern amateur. Yates defeated the 
defending titleholder, Emmett Spicer, 
of Memphis, but later lost in the semi- 
finals to Jack Toomer, of Jacksonville. 
Miss Maddox, who won the southern 
women’s championship in 1929, played 
well in the Virginia Beach event, but 
failed to show her winning form of 
two years ago. 

Smaller sectional tournaments were 
held at Thomasville and Macon and 
drew much interest and a large num- 
ber of entrants from those sections. 

Macon, Augusta and Columbus, 
were without professional baseball as 
the result of the closing of the Sally 
and Southeastern circuits. 

Atlanta represented the state in the 
Southern association and was picked 
by many experts to win, but the 
Crackers faltered’ in midseason and 
finished in the second division. 

BASKETBALL. 

Both Georgia and Georgia Tech had 
fair basketball teams, both entering 
the Southern conference tournament 
here, with Georgia going to the semi- 
finals. Both aleo were represented 
in the Dixie baseball college leagues, 
ane neither figured in the champion- 
ships. 

The boxing interest in the stata 
was struck a hard blow when W. L. 
Stribling, of Macon, the south’s heavy- 
weight pride, lost his championship 
battle with Max Schmeling, of Ger- 
many, the titleholder, in July in 
Cleveland. Stribling previously had 
won fine victories over Otto Von 
Porat, Tuffy Griffiths and Phil Scott. 

Georgia Tech won the Southern 
conference swimming championship, 
with Georgia second. Georgia also 
finished second in the conference ten- 
nis doubles championship and was 
tied with Duke for fifth place in the 
conference indoor track championship. 
Georgia had one of the best lacrosse 
teams in the south.

The attributes were health, phy- 
sique, love, mentality, education, earn- 
ing capacity, social standing, occupa- 
tion, religion, culture, athletic prow- 
ess, political ideals, race, in-laws, lan- 
guage, ancestry, dancing ability, good 
taste, good card playing, chances of 
inheriting wealth, scrapping ability, 
habits, good listener, age, and appear- 
ance. Each qualification was marked 
“most important,” “quite important,” 
‘fof some importance,” “slightly impor- 
tant,” “almost no importance,” “no 
importance.” 

Professor Miller has made a special- 
ty of personality and profile study 
for nearly 15 years, and is considered 
one of the south’s leading psychoan- 
alysts. He has been working on this 
composite attribute test for nearly five 
years. Before coming to Brenau he 
was dean of Bessie Tift College, pro- 
Caro- 
lina College for Women, and for sev- 
eral years a student at Columbia Uni- 
versity. He has also contributed ar- 
ticles to numerous magazines, 

Insight Into Character. 

Dr. Miller, in speaking of the test, 
admits that this is his pet hobby, and 
he says he started thinking of this 
test “because it looks like girls are 
going to keep on graduating and mar- 
rying.” He stated, “I give them this 
test so that they can cast around in 
their minds and see just what attri- 
butes they want their life-long mates 
to have. There is no doubt about it, 
this test gives a true insight into ev- 
ery contestant’s outlook on life. At 
least where men are concerned.” 

The professor was amused at the 
“before and after” outlook on life as 
given in the test and he averred that 
this proved his theory about the mod- 
ern girl. 

“Many people believe that the mod- 
ern young college student has lost her 
idealism in the vast maze of present- 
day materialism. That they have ‘lost 
the gleam,’ so to speak. Close contact 
with them, however, will convince one 
that this is inaccurate and an unjusti- 
fied estimation. They are not capti- 
vated by the superficialties of life.” 
He maintains that although this is a 
test for the selection of a mate it 
throws a remarkable light on the gen- 
eral trend of thinking. 

Love came first, with 55 of the 
P.-T. A. members and 57 seniors plac- 
ing it as “most important.” iss 
Dorothea Reynolds, of Hagerstown, 
Md., president of the senior class, a 
member of the Zeta Phi Eta honorary 
fraternity, and a member of the Alpha 
Delta Theta, social sorority, states: 

“Whether a girl belongs to the class 
of 1831 or of the class of 1931, it is 
her birthright to love and be loved. 
Through every age life remains the 
Same, customs alone change and be- 
cause we of the class of 1981 place 
love first in the selection of a mate 
it is just another declaration that we 
will have our freedom, happiness and 
success in marriage.”

his shortcomings, as well as hardships 
she may be forced to endure, It is dif- 
ficult, however, to be sure that the 
love is great enough until the test of 
year after year is applied. Other at- 
tributes should be considered so that 
her love may not be required to suf- 
fer too acid a test.” 


Forty Put Habit First. 


Mrs. Hosch declares that earning 

capacity, habits, and scrapping ability 
are extremely important, in the se- 
lection of a mate. Forty of the mar- 
ried women placed habit as most im- 
portant and only 12 of the seniors 
considered it so. 
_ Earning capacity was marked “most 
important” by 37 of the matrons, and 
the Brenau seniors, who have very 
little experience with the hardships 
of lack of money, placed it as “of 
little importance” when it comes to 
selecting a man “for richer or’ for 
poorer,” Mrs. Hosch continues, 

“Continual disappointment in the 
earning capacity of her husband, 
bringing the trials and deprivations of 
poverty, must of necessity brush off 
some of the glow of admiration for 
her breadwinner, Love can indeed be 
called upon to flow over this sur- 
face, fill the spaces and make it 
smooth again. When a woman real- 
izes that the reason for her husband's 
lack of financial success is his Jack 
of scrapping ability or intestinal for- 
titude, she may again call upon her 
love to supply the fortification for her 
happiness.” Speaking of habits she 
says, “The habits of a man offer more 
than anything else an index of his 
character. After all is said and done 
the mental congeniality of the con- 
tracting parties is the most important 
quality making for a life time of hap- 
piness,” 

Miss Mildred Sheffield, of Shell- 
man, vice president of the senior class, 
also speaks of habits, “I would like 
to have my husband form habits that 
are not irritating such as singing in

More seriously she argued, “I would 
like to know that my husband would 
be habitually kind, honest, thoughtful 
and tender. I want a man that I can 
love for his habits, for they are a 
vital part of him.” Miss Sheffield also 
thought that health was a potent fac- 
tor, saying, “Health does not make 
for happiness, but it is vital for hap- 
piness, for an unhealthy husband is 
unable to form Rabits that make him 
companionable.” 
Wants Healthy Mate. 


Miss Dolores Peacock, of Cochran, 
Ga., president of the Phi Mu sorority, 
and vice president of the Pan-Hel- 
lenic Association, gives an interest- 
ing slant on health. 

“The ideal man I picture must be 
healthy, ees his mind with en- 
joyable and beneficial sports like golf, 
swimming, tennis, ete. I want his 
cocktails not to be essential to his hap- 
piness, taking them occasionally in- 
stead of nightly. But are there any 
men like this in the world—except a 
hermit or two?” 

The greatest variance in the test 
came in the matter of religion. Miss 
Bleeker Bailes, of Eustis, Fla., pres- 
ident of the Brenau Y. W. C. A. 
doubtless, howéver, expresses the opin- 
ion of many of the seniors when she 
says, “Religion is to me of vital im- 
portance, in the person with whom I 
shall live my life, because it is such 
a necessity to my own. By religion 
I mean a firm belief in an infinite, 
eternal, and comprehending power.” 
She added, however, that “The man I 
martyr must have no bigoted ideas of 

and evil, and creeds. He must 
ollow the Shakespearean example, “To 
thine own self be true, and it must 
follow, as the night the day, thou 
canst not then be false to any man.’” 

Mrs. Irene Strieby, national pres- 
ident of the Brenau association, 
thought that the main qualification 
of the selection of a mate had been 
omitted, and her interview was main- 
ly based Oh “honesty.” She declared 
that “When there is a deficiency in 
this prime factor there is apt to be 
found in all of his dealings evasive- 
ness, equivocation and hypocrisy.” 

In-Laws en 

Only five of the young ladies 
marked “in-laws” as “most important” 
and 19 of the maturer daughter-in- 
laws marked it as such. Mrs. Jeff 
Hulsey’s viewpoint carried weight 
when she quoted, “A girl is a daugh- 
ter aH of her life, but a boy is a 
son until he marries a wife.” “It's 
natural then, that a woman should 
know and like her in-laws, because 
she is more closely associated with 
them.” However, she concluded, 


be absclutely at ease in a crowd if 
he felt that his mate was not as cul- 
tured as is possible? If one has been 
reared in a good home I would go 
as far as to say that culture is es- 
sential. ~ There are certain small 
niceties and decencies which one 
observes even away from the public 
eye, and an uncultured person would 
probably have no conception of these.” 


Modern Girl Wiser. 


Not a single Brenau girl or ma- 
tron placed card playing or dancing 
as “most important,” and Miss Hazel 
Meeks, of Shreveport, La., president 
of the student government, said of 
the need of these attributes: 

“A girl does not look for a dane 
ing partner, or bridge player, in the 
man she marries. Rather she wants 
one who will be a companion, one 
whom she can depend on, and can 
trust and love.” She added, “Even 
though the moderm girl has much free- 
dom and people say she is rather 


‘wild,’ she is much wiser and more 
| practical than her grandmother when 
it comes to choosing her husband.” 

Mrs. W. P. Martin, wife of the 
superintendent of the public schools 
of Gainesville, was one of the few 
'who placed political ideals as most 
important. She says, “His political 
ideals as to the party he helongs to 
'would make little difference, but I 
would want a man who reverences 
his country and his flag next to his 
religion, and whose loyalty and de- 
votion to his nation’s ideals and poli- 
cies are of the deepest significance 
to him. No man waving the red flag 
of communism or wearing the black 
shirt of fascism is worthy of an 
American citizen.” 

Physique was one of the most amus- 
ing comparisons. “I can’t help but 
think,” Dr. Miller reflected, “that per- 
haps some of the women were think- 
ing of their husbands’ avoirdupois or 
pscholarly thinness, when they placed 
appearance of no importance at all. 
Compared to this was the rating of 
the young women looking at the world 
through rose-colored glasses, and who 
vearned that their husbands would be 
just the right height, size, poundage 
and that all should have curly hair, 
and plenty of it.” 


A Freshman’s Views. 


So much discussion has taken place 
at the college on the test that a green 
freshman wrote on it. She says: 

“Yes, he should have a good educa- 
tion. I'll mark that very important 
—and good grammar, too. I'd hate to 
marry a man who ‘I seen.’ Physique? 
Yes, I'll have to have a man who 
comes to my shoulders. Education— 
This is very futile. I see myself re- 
fusing to marry a man because he 
didn’t know Einstein’s theory! Ap- 
pearance—Just so he wasn’t too much 
strain on the eye it would be all right. 
I’m going to put money, earning ca- 
pacity, as very important. I hate to 
seem mercenary, but I do like my 
chiffon stockings, and a good car. I 
want my husband to be a good mixer, 
too, for I’d hate to be responsible 
for a man who bored people. Good 
Taste—In clothes. Well, after I’m 
married his taste in clothes won’t be 
his own anyway, so I'll put that un- 
important. It will do me a lot of 
good to fill out this when in all prob- 
ability I’ll marry a man with curly 
hair and a big smile, that doesn’t 
have a job, and never played a game 
of bridge in his life.” 

“Drawing these conclusions from 

the college laboratory and life's labo- 
ratory has proved very interesting,” 
concluded Dr. Miller. “A large num- 
ber of the seniors are thinking along 
this line anyway and I think it is 
well that they classify and depart- 
mentalize the ingredients that should 
o into a life partnership. It isn't 
bad, either, to have matrons reflect 
and see how their husbands come up 
to their ideal. 

“Of course,” he added, “the hus- 
bands don’t have to know how far 
short they fall, but it’s great to think 
of ‘what might have been.’ ”

For Liquidation 


A recent report of the real estate 
securities committee of the Invest 
ment Bankers’ Association of America 
states: “The real estate bond situa- 
tion is one of the blackest spots in 
our present financial outlook . . 
$3,000,000,000 of real estate bonds 
will suffer losses from 25 per cent to 
60 per cent, and $500,000,000 will 
suffer a loss of from 60 per cent to 
100 per cent.” 

The excerpt above leads a report 
on real estate bonds issued and copy- 
righted by the Clyde Institute and 
mailed to several real estate people 


in Atlanta, 
Slowness and heavy expense mark 


the report adds, and predicts that 10 
years will be required to bring this 
about. Continuing: 

“When comparing the standards of 
safety followed by life insurance com- 
nanies, whose maximum loans are 
about 60 per cent of conservative valu- 
ation, with bond issues whose loans 
now represent from 125 per cent to 
150 per cent of true value, it clearly 
points out the direct cause of defaults, 
as well as the assurance of continued 
loss in present value of bonds. No 
plan or method can ever make a true 
value of 30 cents worth a genuine 
dollar. 

“Careful analysis show that losses 
on over $3,500,000,000 in real estate 
bonds can never be made up, as such 
issues were to a great extent inflated 
at the start; appraised values were 
based on high construction’ costs; 
others of inferior construction; pro- 
motional profits; inflated income; 
while many were ill conceived and 
misplaced buildings for which there 
was no definite need.”

A helpful sign is that conditions

Georgia Federation of Women’s Clubs 
Inspires Home-Makers’ Club in Korea

The fame of Georgia Federation of 
Women's Clubs has recently found its 
way half way around the world. In 
far-away Seoul, Korea, the Home- 
Makers’ Club, inspired by, and model- 
ed after, the Home-Makers’ Club of 
Kirkwood, is functioning with all the 
spirit of independence and modernity 
of activity of its Atlanta sponsor. 
But there is this difference; the 
personnel of the Kirkwood club is 
made up of women of real American 
lineage, while the Korean club has 
for its members women who are true 
daughters of that interesting 
country, Korea. Fourteen of these 
delightfully up-to-date matrons, all of 
whom are wives of Korean professors 
in the Christian. colleges, requested a 
Georgia club leader to organiz® them 
into a club fashioned after those in 
this country, in order that they might 
learn to keep house as the American 
women do. The husbands of these 
women were very eager for their own 
wives to become proficient in the art 
of Américan housekeeping, for they 
had learned to appreciate our most 
excellent cooking while they were pur- 
suing their studies in this country. 
It was in 1930 that Mrs. Kate Green 
Hess, a past president of the Fifth 
District Georgia Federation of Wom- 
en’s Clubs, hied away to Korea to visit 
her daughter, and incidentally, to ‘get 
away from clubs” for a while. How- 
ever, once a clubwoman, always a 
clubwoman! Crossing the continent 
and “sailing the seas in ships’ did 
not remove her from the atmosphere 
and interest of clubs. No sooner had 


she arrived in Texas on the first lap 
of her journey, than she was identified |

Mrs. Williams Attends Initial 
W.C.T.U. Regional Conference

Georgia Woman’s Christian Tem- 
rance Union president, Mrs. Marvin 
illiams, of Marietta, reached home 
from Washington, BP. C., in time to 
8 at the six district W. ©. T. 
. quarterly meeting, in Milledge- 
ville, held Friday. Mrs, Williams 
had been in attendance upon the first 
of the 25 regional conferences the W. 
CG. T. U. is sponsoring this winter. 
The Washington conference was at- 
tended by prominent prohibition wom- 
en from 36 states with 695 men and 


women seated at the banquet in- the 


Mayflower hotel ballroom. The last 
evening 100 United States senators 
and congressmen dnd their wives 
were present. The conference open- 
ed and closed with a prayer service 
led by Mrs. Mary Harris Armor, of 
Georgia, national W. C. T. U. evan- 
gelist. “Prohibition is a method of 
dealing with the liquor traffic. We be- 
lieve it to be the best method. The 
eighteenth amendment was adopted 
after years of agitation and éduca- 
tion and after trying many other 
methods. In spite of the fact that the 
eighteenth amendment has not had a 
fair chance to succeed and in spite of 
the fact that its enforcement has been 
hindered and its observance refused 
by the organized minority, it has ac- 
complished more than any other meth- 
od,” Mrs. Williams quoted from the 
findings of the Washington / confer- 
ence: She continued to quote in her 
address: “Prohibition’s chief benefit 
is that it makes the liquor traffic 
illegal. It has lessened the consump- 
tion of liquor; it has lessened drunk- 
enness; it has lessened poverty from 
drink; it has lessened crime from 
drink; it has lessened the turnover 
in employment due to drink. All 
these benefits from prohibition have 
come to this country despite the or- 
ganized opposition to enforcement and 
the subtle temptation to disobey the 
law. Prohibition enforcement is be- 
coming increasingly efficient. It has 
been especially so in the past few 
years due to the manifest ie of 
the federal government to make pro- 
hibition succeed and the policy of 
placing enforcement in the hands of 
its: friends,” declared the findings 
which were based on the facts given 
by such speakers as Senator Morris 
Sheppard, of Texas; Mrs. Ella A. 
Boole, of New York, national W,. C. 
T. U. president; Mrs. Ida B. Wise, of 
Iowa, national W. C. T. U. vice pres- 
ident; Mrs. Mary Harris Armor, of 
Georgia; Mrs. D. Leigh Colvin, presi- 
dent of the New York W. C. T. U.; 
John A. MeSparran, secretary of agri- 
culture of the state of Pennsylvania ; 
Mrs. Nelle @. Burger, of Missouri; 
Secretary Wilbur, of the department 
of interior; Joy Elmer Morgan, editor 

f the National Education Associa- 
tion’s magazine; Mrs. John F. Sip- 
ple, president of General Federation 
of Women’s Clubs; Mrs. Arthur C. 
Watkins, representing National Con- 
gress of Parents and Teachers; Dr. 
William L. Darby, of the Council of 
Churches; Dr. Izora Scott, legislative 
representatives at Washington for Na- 
tional W. C. T. U., and a number of 
others. “There is an increase in per- 
sonal observance of the law,” the find- 
ings continue, “The opponents of the 
enforcement and: observance of the 
eighteenth amendment are proposing 
its resubmission to be ratified by state 
conventions, a method, even though 
constitutional, never before tried. The 
object is to open the way for the re- 
peal of the eighteenth amendment. We 
are opposed to resubmission. 

Million Young Abstainers. 

“We are glad that more than a mil- 
lion young people through youth's 
roll call have enrolled themselves for 
total abstinence and support of the 
eighteenth amendment, thus making 
their contribution to the success of 
prohibition, and refut.ng the charge 
that drinking among young people is 
increasing. 

“Science gives abundant reasons for 
total abstinence frém alcoholic liq- 
uor; the enactment of the eighteenth 
amendment has added another reason. 
We call attention to the repeated res- 
olutions of support of the eighteenth 
amendment from national organiza- 
tions such as the General Federation 
of Women’s Clubs, the National Con- 
gress of Parents and Teachers, the 
National Education Association, the 
Woman's National Committee for 
Law Enforcement, the Women’s Dem- 
ocratic National Law | Enforcement 
League, the National Grange and the 
general conventions of all but two 
of the great church bodies. These 
stand with the W. C. T. U. in sup- 
port of eo eunged 

Mrs. filliams stressed the last 
paragraph of the findings, which is: 
‘We are convinced that this dry sen- 
timent can be best vocalized at the 
ballot box; therefore we are commit- 
ted to dry planks in party platforms 
and the nomination and election of 
dry candidates for president and vice 
president; of dry members of con- 
gress and dry state officials... We are 
further convinced that it is incumbent 
on all officials to obey the letter and 
spirit of the eighteenth amendment.”

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How Wild Elephants Are Cap 


Far-Famed Animal Trainer, Delivering a Boatload of - 
Ferocious Beasts, Takes a Moment Off to Relate Some 
Stories of Jungle Adventure That Make the Life of - 


Ordinary Dare-Devil Seem as Tame as Checkers

F YOU'RE looking for something big 

ins the way of sport, go into the in- 

terior of West Africa a couple of 

thousand miles, team up with a 
bunch of hard-riding Arabs, and catch 
a few elephan tch them, under- 
stand, not shoot them. 

According to young Kafl Hagenbeck 
of the famous Hamburg, Germany, fam- 
ily of wild animal catchers and train- 
ers, that’s an expe-ience packed fuller 
of thrills and dangers than tickling a 
mule’s hind foot or monkeying with & 
buzz-saw. 

Hagenbeck was out at the Benson wild 
animal farm in Hudson, N. H., recently, 
making delivery of a large bunch of 
ferocious critters of various kinds des- 
tined for American Zoos and circuses. 
During a chat with this reporter, he, 
among Other things, laid low . another 
widespread belief about elephants. 

Perhaps you have heard very often 

that it’s impossible to tame and train 
an African elephant; that no measure 
of good treatment will make a 
pachyderm from the dark con- 
tinent friendly to man. 
That’s all tosh, according 
to young Hagenbeck. He 
says that African elephants 
are just as easy to handle 
as those from India o: 
Sumatra, whence came 
most of our circus mam. 
moths, and that the only 
reason there aren’t morc 
of the African variety on 
exhibition is because 
they're harder to catch. 

Sumatra elephants clinz 
to their wide jungle trails. 
To catch them the native- 


dig a lot of pits in 
the trails and cover 
them over with 
branches, leaves,. dirt 
and sand, Along 
comes Mr. Elephant 
and falls in the hole, 
and there you are. 
Then they get some 
ropes around him 
and throw dirt into 
the hole around his 
feet. 
Set Up Great Racket. 

Rather than be buried alive, the ele- 
phant keeps tramping down the dirt, 
and soon the hole is filled up, and the 
beast could walk right out were it not 
for the restraining ropes. At this stage 
of the proceedings, a couple of trained 
elephants are run alongside the captive, 
and he is shackled to them and walked 
away to camp, where he is tied up and 
given the best of treatment for a month 
or so, and by that time he is tame. 

In India, parctically all the elephant 
range is owned by the rich natives rajahs 
and maharajahs. When these potentates 
decide to catch a few elephants, they 
summon the royal carpenters and order 
& great stockade, with winged gate, con- 
structed in‘ the heart of the elephant 
country. Then they call out a couple or 
three thousand of their subjects and: set 
them to chasing elephants. 

In a human cordon, surrounding miles 
of territory and converging on the cor- 
ral, the natives set up a great racket. 
They pound on drums and pans, yell at 
the top of their voices, shoot-off fire- 
arms, ring bells; in fact, make any noises 
that will spread consternation in the 
elephantine ranks. 

The elephant herd makes up its col- 
ective mind that something dire and 
dreadful is coming its way and beats 
it through the jungle toward the gaping 
gates of the stockade into which they 
are sxilifully herded. Then it is only a 
matter of going in with trained ele- 
phants and roping the wild fellows. 
Usually such a drive nets the ah a 
good day’s pay, for full-grown kers 
are worth $5,000 of any man’s money 
in India, and the smaller animals net 
a thousand or so apiece. 

Even though these India elephants do 
allow themselves to be forced into stock- 
ades and.captured, they are mighty wise 
brutes, according to Mr. Hagenbeck. In 
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common with all men who have had a 
lot to do with elephants, he discounts 
the tales of how the beasts will remem- 
ber a wrong and avenge it after years of 
waiting, and the other current supersti- 
tions. 
Evidence of Intelligence. 

Neither does he believe that they have 
any great amount™“of reasoning power, 
but he does assert that every once in a 
while an elephant will give most re- 
markable exhibitions of applied intelli- 
gence. There's a firm that does a big 
log and lumber business in upper Ran- 
goon. Every log is toted to the sawmill 
by the big beasts. 


After the logs have been squared into 
timbers, the job of piling them is also 
put upon the elephants. Mr, Hagenbeck 
states that the animals do a much bet-~ 
ter job of piling timber than any bunch 
of men could; they build the piles 
Straight and true, every timber squared 
away to a hair’s breath. 


Here's the amazing part of it. The ani- 
mal trader states that he has seen. an 
elephant place a timber on the pile and 
then of its own volition go to the end 
of that timber and squint along it, just 
as a carpenter levels a board by eye 
sight. If his survey shows the elephant 
that the timber is not laid straight he’ll 
Straighten it. Sometimes, he'll sight 
along the beam and move it several 
times before it is placed to his satisfac- 
tion. The older hands act as mentors for 
the ones just learning the lumber busi- 
ness and many a trunk larruping is 
handed out to careless youngsters. 

“Perhaps, you find that story hard to 
believe,” remarked Mr. Hagenbeck. 
“Neverthless, it’s true and here’s one 
that will test your credulity even further. 
One day three of the workmen in our 
animal park at Stellingen, near Ham- 
burg, were trying to turn a heavy circus 
wagon around, They tugged manfully 


at the wagon tongue but couldn't bu. 
the big vehicle. 

“We had two elephants doing odd job: 
around the grounds that day. Thesc 
two were constant companions and a'- 
ways worked together. One was a fairly 
big animal, eight feet high at the 
shoulders. The keeper always rode on 
this animal. The second elephant was 
smaller, about six and a half feet tall; 
he was so well trained that he ran loose 
beside the other and could be relied upon 
to help intelligently at any job. 

On His Head. 

“From a distance of about a hundred 

yards, the small elephant saw the men 
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tugging at 

the wagon 

tongue. He 

left his 

“ate and am- 

bled down to 

the. scene ~~ of 

the _— struggle 

and stood watching for a 

few minutes. Then it seem- 

ed that he comprehended 

what the men were trying 

to do.

The job. accomplished, he 

dropped the tongue and hur- 

ried away to the side of his 
fellow worker. 

“Consider another trait of 

those elephants that pile lum- 

L:. in upper Rangoon. The heat in the 


middle of the day is intense and men and 
animals are given rest and food from 12 
until 2 o'clock. At the noon hour, a big 
bell rings. Believe it or not, the work- 
men don’t have to call the animals off 
the job. As soon as the bell rings, every 
elephant drops what he is doing and 
hurries away to the shady feeding places. 
Not all the king’s horses and all the 
King’s men could make a single animal 


“| IT DIDN'T surprise me none to find

, “Now, I’m not holding for a minute 
that these incidents prove that an ele- 
phant can think as men and women do. 
He cannot conceive an idea and follow 
it out to its logical conclusion. But he 
can take the accomplishments that he 
has been taught by his trainer and apply 
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jhe knocked the other keeper down and 
proceeded to maul him about. He kick- 
ed that fellow all over a wide area, just 
as a man kicks a football and each kick 
meant a broken bone. A third trainer 
rushed to the rescue. 

“The elephant turned on h and 
drove him into a fence corner and seized 
him with its trunk. The man was slam- 
med upon the ground several] times and 
then his unconscious body was thrown 
over a high fence. That made three men 
en route to the hospital and the elephant 
still at large, but by that time we were 


out in force, with all our well-trained 
elephants to assist us. Luckily, it was 
early in the morning and there were no 
visitors about. 

“When the untamable animal saw the 
forces aligned against him, he took to 
flight and went on a rampage al] over 
the place. Fences and small structures 
were knocked down and wagons over- 
turned; the whole establishment was 
upset. Finally the beast took refuge in 
a tunnel in an artificial rock pile, we 
have constructed for scenic effect. Then 
the problem was to get him out of the 
tunnel and back to his yard. 


“We got a strong rope and made a 
slip-knot in the end and laid the.loop 
on the ground at the tunnel entrance. 


A keeper advanced as though to attack 
the elephant. The latter was still full 
of fight.and came after the man. As its 
foot stepped into the loop, it was jerk- 
ed tight around a foreleg. Once get a 
heavy rope on an elephant and he is 
easy to handle. We never succeeded in 
taming that animal and got rid of him.’ 


“Even a young African elephant is.a 
hard customer; he’s as strong as half a 
dozen horses and remarkably swift in 
the bargain. However, a young one can’t 
travel nearly as fast as his older .com- 
panions. The Arabs gather behind the 
herd and then spur forward, shooting 
their guns and making all the noise they 
are capable of. Face to face, an elephant 
fears little, but an unseen and ununder- 


. Standable noise will soon stampede him.

same sort of thinking that_humans do 
a great deal of the time.” 

“How about bad elephants?” asked 
the reporter. 

“The vast majority of elephants are 
quite content to serve their masters and 
never cause trouble when they are 
healthy,’ repliéd Mr. Hagenbeck. “A 
sick elephant, or one that has a tooth- 
ache or some other pain, is sometimes 
hard to get along with, but not always. 
Undoubtedly there are sony: elephants, 
however, who are just so /Mock full of 


-cussedness that they nevey can be tamed. 


We had one such at St, ingen. 

“We got word from a farmer in Suma- 
tra that he had a well-tamed elephant 
for sale. We bought the beast sight un- 
seen, figuring that any elephant that 
could be handled by a farmer must be 
tame. He delivered the animal at a dock 
and it was brought to Hamburg by 
steamship. That Sumatra farmer must 
have a way with elephants to be able 
to handle that one. We found that we 
could do little with him; he was as wild 
as a fresh-caught beast. 

“It required two trained elephants and 
a half dozen men to get that animal into 
@ yard surrounded by a high wall. As 
soon as we turned him loose in the yard, 
he began throwing things around, He 
slammed a metal water pail against the 
wall so hard that it collapsed as flat as 
a board. A mop and a feed trough 
shared the same treatment. 

“Then a Ceylonese Keeper, with more 
courage than judgment, entered the yard 
to try to quiet the beast. The elephant 
waited until the keeper was within reach 
and then suddenly grasped: him with its 
trunk and tossed him clear over the wall. 
He went to the hospital With several 
broken bones. 

On a Rampage. 

“That elephant represented a consid- 
able investment so we did our best to 
tame him. All we succeeded in doing was 
to get ourselves the wildest forenoon we 
have ever had at Stellingen. For several 
days, we had been taking him out se- 
curely roped to a larger elephant and he 
seemed to be getting quite docile. This 
particular morning, two keepers decided 
to take the bad animal out by itself. 

“Hardly were they outside the yard, 
when he grabbed one of the keepers and 
tossed him nearly a hundred feet. Then 
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Like Roping Locomotive. 


“Soon the entire herd is in motion. 


Faster and faster they flee the threat- 


ening turmoil advancing upon them. 
Faster and faster the Arabs ride and 


louder and louder they yell. Now, -the 


stronger and faster brutes have outdis- 
tanced the young ones. There’s one now, 


plowing through the high grass in full 


flight. ae 
“A yelling Arab, swinging a lasso abou 


his head, rides close up to the youngster 


and throws his rope. The wide loop set- 
tles over the animal’s head and is drawn 
tight. This fellow stands about four feet 


high at the shoulders and has tusks 


about six inches long. Both the females 
and the males of the African variety 
have tusks, which develop at an early 
age. ' 
“The Arab is in about as comfortable 


a position as though Me had roped a 


fast-moving locomotive. Closer. and 
closer he comes to the running beast, 
taking in his rope as he approaches. 
Suddenly, the animal turns and comes 
straight for horse and rider. Whang! He 
crashes into the horse’s flank, his tusks 
ripping and his trunk lashing. Down go 
steed and Arab and the young elephant 
is free. 

“But not for long. Another rider comes 
dashing up, leans* from his saddle and 
picks up the trailing rope without slack~< 
ening speed. The injured man is left to 
lie where he fell? there is no time to look 
after him. Now, another rider has come 
up on the other side of the young ele- 
phant and neatly loops another rope 
about his head. 

“Henceforth, everything depends upon 
speed and keeping the animal moving; 
once let him get his great strength and 
Sharp tusks into action and it will be 
too bad. A third horseman closes in be- 
hind, lending his voice to the wild yell- 
ing of his companions. With ohe hand 
the Arabs cling to their ropes; with the 
_" they discharge théir guns into the 

air. 


Dangerous Business. 

“The wild riders shape a course for 
the compound of the animal traders. 
That compound may be 200 miles away 
and the elephant must be run every inch 
of the way. At intervals, other riders 
stationed diong the route relieve the first 
horsemen and keep the captured beast 
moving. 

“Warned by the din, the trader is 
ready for the approaching group and has 
opened the gate to a strong corral. 
Straight through the gate, the riders 
steer the elephant. On the very thresh- 


old, they pull their mounts to a stop 


and let go the ropes. The beast hurtles 
through the opening and the gates are 
slammed shut. 

“It’s a dangerous business, capturing 
elephants in this manner, The Arabs 


figure that out of a group of 25 riders, — 


two will be killed and at least ten badly 
injured in an elephant drive, but their

her and had regarded himself more or 
less as her guardian. 

But the mute evidence of the gas- 
eous motor car was beyond dispute. At 
a double inquest held at Monks Ris- 
borough a coroner’s jury handed down 
a verdict that Wright had killed Phyllis 
and then committed suicide “during 
temporary insanity.” 

Why? This was a problem for the 
psychologists, Before any of them 
turned their attention to the case, how- 
ever, a voice from the grave cleared 
up several points. Police Sergeant 
Clifford found in the death car a letter 
within which was a smal] key which 
fitted a tin cash box of Wright’s. In- 
side the box were letters to the sui- 
cide’s employer and other persons. 
And the letters told a weird and almost 
incredible tale of twisted, but pure 
idolatry. 

One letter contained the following 
statement: 

Please forgive me hes doing this. 
May I ask one favor of you? (Cap- 
tain Bell White, Wright's employer.) 
Will you bury Joan (Wright's favorite 
name for Phyllis) and me so that we 
shall be near together? I can’t live 
or die without her. 

Another letter said: 

Please forgive and forget. I asked 
Joan if she would live with her mother 
or die with me. I will do as she 
wants. Some time ago her mother took 
ber out and when she came back... 
she just begged me to run away with 
her. 

From a third letter it was apparent 
that Wright had first played with the 
idea of suicide before the murder be- 
gan to form in his distracted mind. 
Wright had written to his mother: 

I am leaving this in case anything

should happen to me. I fear I cannot

It must have been at some such 
moment that the thought of taking his 
worshiped little playmate on the long, 
last journey with him flashed across 
Wright. The holiday outing, with its 
grim and fantastic climax, was the 
sequel. 

The desolated Crockleys- confessed 
themselves unable to supply any clue 
to the mystery of Wright’s red deed. 
But perhaps the poet’s wistful query, 
“Is it in Heaven a erime to love too 
well?” might supply a key to the 
riddle that shocked all England.

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J URTHER anecdotes concerning men who lost 

their lives seeking hidden gold mines in Death 
Valley are presented in the following article. The 
author, who obtained his material in the valley 
itself, also tells of weird adventures in the deserted 
“ghost cities’? and describes how old prospectors 
and desert rats have rescued tourists who were too 
curious and daring.

AMBLING, deserted streets, choked with 
overgrowth and rocks, run into the moun- 
tains. They are lined with old buildings 

and houses, partially Wisintegrated. 

Everything isempty There is no sign of life 
except when the wind stirs the disheveled weeds 
or curious insects dart through the air. There 
is no sound, but for the cricket’s chirp at night 
or the cry of the marsh hawk and the prairie 
falcon by day. It is a scene that suggests at 
once melancholy, gloom, mystery and weariness. 

Of such are the ghost cities of Death Valley. 
The excitement and activity of another age has 
passed. “They have had their day, and now they 
have surrendered to the silences. Where once 
there were robust, roaring men, there are now 
rattlers and lizards, scorpions and mice. 

Panamint, Skiddoo, Leadfield, Rhyolite, Bull- 
frog and Ryan—all these were once boom mining 
towns of the desert. Today they shelter not a 
soul, except for Rhyolite or Ryan—and the latter 
“city’s” only inhabitants are old watchmen in- 
stalled by the borax company to guard valuable 
equipment. 

A visit to any one of these deserted towns 
stirs more than a thrill—it is truly a curious ex- 
perience. Strange, indeed, was my visit to 
Rhyolite. 

This town knew an almost unprecedented 
boom from 1904 to 1908. In 1906 the Las Vegas 
and Tonopah Railroad extended its line to 
Rhyolite. Then came the Bullfrog-Goldfield 
Railroad, and, finally, the Tonopah and Tide- 
water Line. An elaborate railroad station was 
erected in the heart of the desert. ‘Then the 
mines began to peter out, and slowly the city. was 
deserted Eventually the last train pulled out of 
the region, and the railroad was abandoned. 

As I entered the town I suddenly felt lonely. 
Everything was weird. It seemed almost impos- 
sible to believe that the buildings and houses 
about me were empty; that men and women who 
once had entered into a neighborly life here had 
left this place when their source of living was 
drained. It was hard to realize that although 
the city itself was here—its stone and brick and 
wood, its streets, buildings and houses—its flesh 
and blood had vanished. 

_ The half-ajar doors of the houses still seemed 
friendly, but there was no one either to invité me 
or to prevent me from walking in. When I did 
yo into one room I had my first distinct feeling 
that I was not alone in this deserted city. True, 


there was a musty air, cobwebs and dust about

the furniture, but it had a lived-in appearance. 
As I walked about I felt sure that another human 
being was somewhere about. “Once | thought | 
saw a man’s face darting in and out behind a 
building. 1 shouted but there was no answer. 

When I told my experience to old R. J. 
(“Dad”) Fairbanks, good Samaritan of the valley, 
he smiled. : ~ 

“A good many visitors have had the same ex- 
perience,” he said. 
that town. The ‘Mayor’ was there, too.” 

The mayor! Then “Dad” told me a strange 
story which I cannot confirm, either as legend or 
fact. But in those parts, according to Fairbanks, 
nearly every desert rat knows.that in deserted 
Rhyolite there lives anold man. _ 

He was one of those who went to the town 
during the boom days. ‘It was shortly after he 
was electéd “mayor” that the mines in the neigh- 
borhood began to peter out. Ambitious to make 
Rhyolite a great desert community, he strove to 
keep the people in the town. But they slowly left 
it until only he remained. And now he lives as 
“the mayor” of the town, alone, shunning other 
human beings. His only constitutents are the 
ghosts that walk in his mind. 

Another famous story in the valley concerns 
the lost Breyfogle mine. This lode presumably 
was found and named during the early years of 
the Civi] War, when many Southerners, who had 
located in Nevada, tossed away their mining im- 
plements to return to their home States and fight 
for the Confederacy. 

To make the long trek back, one party of 
Southerners engaged Jacob Breyfogle, a desert 
man, to lead them from Austin, Nev., across the 
desert to Yuma, Ariz. Breyfogle left Austin at 
the head of the Southerners and staggered back 
into town a few weeks later, nearly dead. Some- 
one had found him in a delirious condition at 
Stonewall Springs, his head giving indication of 
having been partially scalped by Indians. In his 
pockets were many chunks of rich gold quartz. 

In time Breyfogle recovered, but his memory 
wasshaken. Hesaid that he had been attacked by 
Indians after discovering the mine, and that they 
had left him fo’ dead. The lode, he thought, was 
near Daylight Spring, in Boundary Canyon. This 
canyon divides the Grapevine and Funeral] Moun- 
tains of the Amargosa Range. 

Expeditions set out at once in search of the 
unstaked gold mine, but no one found it at the 
time. It became known as the “Lost Breyfogle 
Mine,” and it was not until] nearly half a century 
later that Bill Corcoran, desert man, stumbled 
across it, accidentally, and sold itfor quite a large 
sum of money. And then the mine was “lost,” 
never to be found. Somesay Death ValleyScotty 
discovered it—since he lives in. Grapevine 
Canyon. Fe, 

There were scores of other mines discovered 
in the mountains surrounding the deadly valley. 
Some of them produced rich ore and fortunes for 
the owners. Very few fortunes were taken out 
by the discoverers, however, as most were sold 


shortly after discovery to mining syndicates for a 


few thousands in cash. 


“You were NOT alone in

Indelibly linked with the mining development 
of the Death Valley district is the name of Shorty 
Harris, desert prospector of nobody knows how 
many years, who is still alive. “Shorty” made a 
strike at Bullfrog, Nev., just over the Funeral 
Range, in 1904, and plenty of rich ore was taken 
from the region. He sold his claim for $400, but 
many thousands of dollars-were earned from. it. 

Bullfrog is in appearance much the same as 
Rhyolite. “Shorty” also founded Harrisburg, a 
tiny desert community just over the westward 
Panamints. There he drew more prospectors 
about him. 

From 1880 on, countless claims were regis- 
tered in the valley district. Prospectors crawled 
through the region in ever increasing numbers, 
and the traveler almost tripped over one at every 
jutting boulder. Rich gold and silver lodes were 
discovered and the prospectors established crude 
ranches for themselves in Oasis Valley along the 
Amargosa River, or built huts in the watered 
areas of Death Valley itself. But in 1900 the 
claims that hadn’t been disposed of to mining 
syndicates were abandoned upon the finding of 
gold in Tonopah, Nev., just over the eastern 
mountains. ; 

Gold there was, but it didn’t last long. For 
example, the Montgomery-Shoshone Mine—a 
gréat gold-recovering syndicate—had ore 
blocked out and in the dumps worth more than 
$5,000,000 in 1907, and was producing at the rate 
of $150,000 a month. But no gold is left there 
now. 

- Then copper was found by prospectors, who 
explored the very depths of Death Valley itself. 
Particularly in the Ubehebe Hills of the Northern 


Panamints they dug. Copper there is in plenty—-. 


it’s still there—but to get it out of those hills 
would cost more than it would be worth. So it 
just stays there. 

There have been so many holes sunk in and 
around Death Valley by ambitious prospectors 
that years would be consumed in locating and 
charting them. And of the millions of dollars 
taken out in gold and silver there were probably 
just as many millions sunk in claims that proved 
either worthless or composed of such low grade 
ore that the cost of shipment was prohibitive. 

Not long ago Neil Ashley, a painter, found 
that gold and silver still exist in the valley, in 
spite of the great quantities extracted during the 
big boom days. Ashley, a Los Angeles youth, 
made a solitary trek into the heart of Death 
Valley to etch its beauties in oils upon his 
canvases. 

His way led him into the Funeral Range. In 
an idle moment he picked up a handful of gravel. 
It glistened in the.burning sunlight. He investi- 
gated further. Soon he came upon an open vein 
of gold, and he filled his camping bags with all 
he could carry. In Los Angeles the rock assayed 


as of extremely high value, and the ore he had 


carried out was worth several thousand dollars. 
Enthused, he returned at once to the desert, 
only to find that during his absence a cloudburst

the vein again. However, he did locate a gravel 
seam rich in placer gold. The joy of this dis- 
covery was dampened, though, when he learned 
that water in great quantities is necessary for 
placer mining. The nearest creek to his dig- 
gings was twenty miles away. Meanwhile, he 
has staked his claims and is seeking a method of 
dry washing. If he finds one he will be rich. 

But few visitors to the valley fare so well as 
young Mr. Ashley. Usually there are tragic or 
near-tragic consequences. It would seem that 
after all the warnings that have been broadcast, 
those who seek to explore the valley’s grandeurs 
would take extreme precautions. They have 
been urged to do so by California newspapers, 
automobile clubs and tourist outfitting agencies. 
Yet the trails of Death Valley are lined with the 
rude graves of hundreds, and not all old graves. 

The identities of a majority of these are un- 
known. For a dead body in that burning heat 
shrivels to bones in a very shorttime. Those who 
were trapped and finally succeeded in making 
their way to safety or who were rescued by 
desert men should be thankful. 

Even “Shorty” Harris, one of the most widely 
experienced of all the old desert men, came near 
meeting his doom in 1921. “Shorty” is an in- 
yeterate desert traveler, always on the go for the 
“big strike” that stirs the heart-and feet of al) 
the true old desert men. 

But somehow, in the terrific heat of Summer, 
he either overestimated his own strength or else 
found the usual water holes dry. “Shorty” never 
commented upon the matter. But.a couple of 
year ago H. W. Eichbaum, the Stove-Pipe Wells 
resort. owner, chanced to come across a sun- 
bleached bit of paper, half hidden beneath a 
stone at the foot of the Panamints.. The crude

Into Los Angeles there come nearly every day 
stories of persons lost in the desert sink. One of 
he most famous cases of a man reported “lost” 
was that of Ralph Farnum, the theatrical man- 
iger from Broadway, who has contributed many 
remarkable facts about the valley to this series. 

Farnum, as was told in a previous installment, 
vent to Death Valley for his health. When he 
poeeeeeres the report went out that he was lost. 

ne of his burros had found its way back to civ- 
lization, and the conclusion was that Farnum 
iad died while exploring the treacherous country 
alone. A great hunt was begun by-desert men, 
but no clue to his whereabouts was found. 

Weeks later, while he was being mourned as 
jJead, Farnum uppeared, his quest for health re- 
warded. But, while he had become lost, weary 
and thirsty in the valley, he was saved by the 
Piute Indians. He stumbled upon one of their 
stamps at the foot of a mountain range. They 
nursed him to health while he was unaware of 
the great search being made for him. 

Old “Dad” Fairbanks, who has spent his life 
in and around Death Valley, is probably respon- 
sible for the rescue of more lives from the burn- 
ing desert than any other individual. “Dad” has 
saved close to seventy-five human beings from 
slow death. For twenty-five years he has risked 
his life time and again to save the lives of others. 

A few years ago “Dad” was called upon to 
make one of his most spectacular rescues. A 
party of tourists had gone into the valley. One 

retty young woman started to climb a precipice. 

he got about a hundred or more feet up when 
she screamea. From the mountain far above 
little bits of stones began to trickle down. 
“Dad” Fairbanks shouted to her to crouch 
close to the mountain side. Then he climbed 
swiftly up the precipice until‘he reached her. 
Pushing her close to the mountain, he guarded 
her. He was just in time, for the little pebbles 
increased in volume, and then large stones came 
tumbling down, and soon huge rocks roared all 
about them. Those below ran to safety, and, due 
to the sage direction of “Dad,” no one was killed.

BAD BUT BEAUTIFUL 


Another Striking View of the Bad Lands, from 
Zabriskie Point in Death Valley. It Reveals the 
Sinkhole’s Marvelous Geological Formations. 
Death Awaited Those Who Tried to Cross It. 


Six Los Angeles mining men faced almost cer- 
tain death when they were marooned in the heart 
of the valley just east of the Panamints. One 
of the valley’s rare but terrible cloudbursts had 
broken upon them, swept away their supplies of 
food and water and left them stranded. Worse 
still, the burst of water had caused a landslide, 
effectually blocking their escape from the valley. 

Donald C. McDonald, owner of the Chesamac 
mines, where the men were trapped, organized 
a great rescue party. After the victims had suf- 
fered cruelly for nearly a week they were re- 
turned to safety. 

Another oldtimer who was trapped by the 
valley was J. C. Skinner, mining engineer, who 
has roamed the trails for nearly thirty years. 
With Louis Kelly, of Los Angeles, he had gone 
prospecting. Although he knew all the._water 
holes, he found most of them to be dry. Then 
came nights and days of weary travel. Both men 
were near death from fatigue and thirst. 

One day Skinner appeared in camp, but with- 
out Kelly. He reported that his companion had 
gone stark mad, and during the night had wan- 
dered away from his partner to be lost in the 
darkness. Kelly never was found. 

Peter A. Busch, of Tonopah, Nev., drove his 
car through the valley from the East. What 
water he had he used for his automobile. He 
was unable to find more. After many weary 
hours he reached the ghost city of Rhyolite. 
There he quenched his thirst with fresh, pure 
water, and lay down to sleep. He died in his 
dreams, his lungs “burned” out from the fiendish 
heat he had experienced. 

That, incidentally, is one of the chief causes 
of death in the valley—burned-out lungs. A 
traveler may have plenty of water at all times. 
Yet if he is so foolish as to march through the 
Aerrific heat of the days, the hot, dry air shrivels 
his lungs and causes fatal results.

THE OPENING BID—LESSON 2 


BY ELY CULBERTSON, 
World’s Champion Player and Greatest Card Analyst 


HEN the deal is completed 

each player picks up and as- 

sorts his hands. The novice 

will find it advantageous to 
separate the suits and possibly to place 
them in the order of their rank. He 
must keep clearly in mind the rank of 
the suits, as explained in the first 
second step in the play of con- 
is to determine who shall play the 
which of the four suits shall 
e trump suit, if it is decided to play 
trump declaration, or whether the 
as trump shall be played with no 
as trump. When there is a trump, 
card, even the lowest, of the trump 
suit outranks the highest card of any 
other suit. The cards of the trump suit, 
of course, rank from ace down to deuce 
in that suit. When there is no trump, 
the highest card of the suit led must, 
of course, take the trick. 


The dealer has the first right to bid. 
A bid is an offer to take a certain num- 
ber of tricks if played at the suit named 
or at no-trump, as named in the open- 
ing bid. After the dealer the other play- 
ers may bid, in rotation from left to 
right. If a player cannot bid, he says, 
“I pass” or “No bid.” Each new bid, ol 
course, must be higher in value than any 
preceding bid; that is, two clubs is high- 
er than one heart or one diamond. I! 
all players pass, the hand is thrown in 
(not played), and the deal] passes to the 
next player in turn. 

The point value of tricks varies with 
the suit named. The value of a trick 
at the minor suits—clubs or diamonds— 
is 20 points; the value of a trick at the 
major suits—hearts, or spades—is W 
points; the value of a trick if there is 
no trump is 35 points. If the value of 
the tricks bid for equals or exceeds 100 
points, the player undertaking the con- 
tract and his partner are planning to 
score a game. 


The accepted standard of determining 
whether or not a player should make a 
bid is the possession of a minimum num- 
ber of “honor-tricks.” Honor-tricks are 
aces or combinations of lower honors, 
including king, queen, Knave and ten. 
Naturally, the value of these honors in- 
_ creases or decreases with their rank and 
_ frequently (although this will not be 
discussed at this time) with relation to 
their position as regards other honors. 


The following table of honor-trick 
values should be studied carefully, as it 
is the foundation upon which sound 
opening bids at contract are built.

f is one of the basic principles of 
successful contract that the bidding 
should be kept as low as possible in 
order to permit the free exchange of 
information between the partners, and 
equally to secure information from 
bids made by the opponents. Hence, the

approach principle, which provides that 
the bidding should start low and “ap- 
proach” a possible game bid gradually 
and that whenever a hand contains a 
suit bid, the suit should be bid first. 


Whether a hand contains a justifiable ~ 


suit bid depends upon the length of the 
suits held. No bid of a suit should be 
made unless the suit chosen contains at 
least four cards. If it contains only four 
cards it should include not less than 
11-2 honor-tricks. 

The following are the minimum bid- 
dable four-card suits (‘x” is used to 
indicate any card below the ten): 
AKxx AJ10 x 

K Q 

You will note that each of these suits 
has at least the minimum number of 
honor-tricks required in a Obiddable 
four-card suit. If the suit chosen for a 
bid contains five or more cards, it does 
not require so much strength in honors, 
as tricks will probably be developed in 
the suit through length in it. (This 
will be explained later.) In order to bid 
a five-card suit, it should have at least 
1-2 honor-trick at the top. Thus a five- 
card suit such as Kx xxxorQJxxx 
is a minimum biddable suit. If you hold 
a minimum of 21-2 honor-tricks in the 
hand you have the first requirement for 
an opening bid. If it also contains a suit 
that meets the requirements above, you 
should bid that suit. Lacking a suit of 
the strength outlined above or greater, 
but holding the minimum number of 
honor-tricks, you should then bid no- 
trump. 

This hand is a sound opening bid of 
one spade: 

Spades K 10x xx 

Hearts AK x

We cannot help but talk a little about 
our favorite red rose. Introduced only 
a few years ago, it is steadily growing 
in a deserved popularity. The plant has 
a very vigorous growth and is particu- 
larly healthy. The flowers are a real 
brilliant red and are most attractive and 
beautiful when about two-thirds open. 
Etoile de Hollande splendidly bears out 
the old saying, “Any color is pretty as 
long as it is red.’’ 

It is impossible to select a list of roses 
that should be found in every garden 
but there are a few that must be in 
every rose garden. In the new orange 
shades, Talisman, Hoover, Olympiad, 
Shot Silk, Charles P. Kilham, Lady 
Margaret Stewart; clear yellows, Ville 
de Paris, and Mrs. Erskine Pembroke 
Thom; pinks, Mrs. Henry Bowles, Pink 
Radiance, Briarcliff, Mme, Butterfly and 
Dame Edith Helen; white, Kaiserin A. 
Victoria and White Killarney; reds, 
Etoile de Hollande, Red Radiance, 
Francis Scott Key and McGredy’s Scar- 
let. 

NEW YELLOW ROSES. 

The yellow roses have been increasing 
in popularity during the last few years. 
This is partly due to the fact that there 
have been recently introduced some new 


—— 


yellow roses that are particularly fine. 


One of the favorite spring colors has al- 
ways been yellow. This bright sunshiny 
color seems so good after spending a 
dark and dreary winter and it seems 
that it is almost impossible to get enough 
bright yellow in the garden. Some of 
these varjeties are worth mentioning. 

Lady Margaret Stewart might be call- 
ed a peach yellow. It has enormous 
petals that form a very large exhibition 
flower. Its predominant color is golden 
yellow and is veined and flashed with 
orange and red. 

Mrs. Erskine Pembroke Thom is @ 
true yellow, a bright canary shade, The 
buds are excellent as they are long and 
slender, opening into a large full bloom. 
It is an unusually free bloomer for a 
yellow rose... 

Rev. F. Page Roberts is a golden yel- 
low suffused with considerable red, giv- 
ing it a golden tint. The buds are un 
usually long, making of it a fine cut 
flower. There is a little trouble with this 
rose during the spring and fall it is a 


‘gorgeous thing. 


Ville de Paris is another pure yellow. 
This is the variety that we talked about 
so much last winter after having seen 
it In a garden here in Atlanta last sum- 
mer, This is one of Mr. F. E. Lee's 
favorite yellow roses and he has tried 
practically all of the newer roses, 

This variety grows unusually tall end 
freely, in many ways reminding you of 
the Radiance roses. It is a shame that 
there is not a yellow Radiance—but this 
will remind you of what it would be. 

There are three other yellow roses that 
have been tried for a number of years 
in almost every garden in the south, and 
their success may be almost counted 
upon. These three are Duchess of Lux- 
emburg, Souvenir de Claudius Pernet 
and Sunburst. We better take that back 
and talk about four yellow roses that 
have won the distinction of being well 
known as satisfactory so that Lady Hill- 
ingdon may be included. 

Sunburst, a very beautiful orange- 
colored rose, does not make an enormous 
bush, but the beauty of the flowers borne 
will more than make up for the lack of 
size of the plant itself. The plant has a 
spreading habit of growth. 


Lady Hillingdon ig a saffron yellow. 
The plant has very erect growth and 


many be most highly recommended. The’ 


flowers are very fragrant, the buds slen- 
der and pointed. 

Souvenir de Claudius Pernet is a fa- 
vorite with the florists. It may be seen 
at almost any time in almost every 
flower shop in town. The stems are nice 
and long, the bud a good tight one, the 
color almost perfect as far as yellow is 
concerned. It makes one of the very fin- 
est cut roses that may be had, 

Duchess of Luxemburg is. somewhat 
similar to our old friend Sunburst, ex- 
cept that it is of much more vigorous 
habit of growth and the color—more of 
@ rich yellow, rather than a true orange, 
It is well worth having. 

The very newest yellow rose we know 
is called “Golden Dawn” and the rose it- 
self is just as pretty as the name. It has 
large Cochet-type lemon-yellow buds 
opening to large, full double flowers, It 
is a very vigorous grower and free con- 
tinuous bloomer.

DIARY OF A DIRT DIGGER: 


MONDAY: 
HRISTMAS time again! And the 
hurry and flurry of last-minute 
gift shopping. What a lot of 
tricky garden gadgets were offer- 
ed in the stores this year. Beginning 
with crystal globes (almost said “kistal’), 
and ornamental birds and beasties for 
pool-sides—the display of gifts one 
might purchase for garden-minded 
friends was fairly bewildering. 

There were choice bulbs to bloom in- 
doors and bowls to plant them in; 
valley lily pips guaranteed to bloom in 
just so many days; ivy containers of 
rare beauty. One especially lovely one 
was a floor stand of wrought iron, dark 
green in color, twisted into an attrac- 
tive scroll design, With three small 
crystal glass balls pendant. Or, if one 
preferred a hanging bracket, there was 
a black ivy-ball set in a silvered holder 
that was: very new and smart looking. 


A gift to thrill any dirt digger was a 
sort of basket on wheels to carry handily 
various small garden tools, notebooks 
and the like. A pair of shears was dis- 
covered, too, that snipg off the blossom 
and, wonder of wonders, holds it con- 
veniently and securely. Think of the 
time and patience that would save. 

Of course, there are always garden 
books, thank goodness. A most accept- 
able one would be “Pronunciation of 
Plant Names” by the Garden Club of 
America. There is a certain satisfaction 
in being absolutely sure of our “Gladi- 
oli,” and “Saxatile’ and “Gypsophila” 
and “Antirrhinum.’’ Then there's “Joy 
of Gardens” by Roy Phillips; “All in a 
Garden Fair” by Alice Quackenbush; 
“Garden Ornament” by that most fa- 
mous English gardener, Gertrude Jekyll; 
“Little Book of Annuals” and “Little 
Book of Perennials’ by Hottes, and 
“Pocket Gardener’ by H. H. Thomas. 
Any garden book by éither Mrs. Francis 
King or Richardson Wright would be 
joyfully received by the flower-lover 
and read and re-read many times, for 
they never fail to prove interesting, in-

WEDNESDAY: 

This past week, saw an attractive lié- 
tle garden built in a medium-sized fish- 
globe. The best way to fill these small 
globes, I am told, is to select. a piece of 
fresh green moss, which should be put 
into the globe with the green side next 
to the glass, the moss to cover both the 
bottom and part way up all side, Pill 
about half full with woods soil, into 
which the tiny ferns and other small 
plants may be placed. A trip to the 
woods may net you a few rooted sprays 
of the delicate Partridge Berry; or even 
a cutting, it is said, will root and grow 
nicely in a globe garden. To insure the 
proper degree of moisture it is nects- 
sary to cover the opening of the globe 
with glass, an ice-tea coagter will per- 
haps serve the purpose very nicely. As 
long as any moisture collects in the glass 
sides of the jar, no sprinkling is advised, 
Some of these globe gardens have been 
known to last for a year or more, be- 
coming more beautiful as time goes on. 
FRIDAY: . 

Here is another indoor gardening idea, 
This one was worked with gratifying 
success last December. In the words ‘of 
its originator—“Last winter, on the 20th 

“of December, the ground was scarcely 
frozen at all. I had some lemon lilies 
that I had planned to move in the fall, 
but time did not permit. So the thought 
came to me, ‘Why not try some of these 
in the house this year?’ I went out and 
dug up as large a clump as would tightly 
go into a 12-inch pot. I placed them in 
the basement for.a few days, and gave 
them @ liberal amount of liquid manure. 
They began growth at once, and I then 
placed them in a large east window 
where they had all the sunshine. there 
was. In six weeks there were ten tall 
spikes of bloom with from four to six 
buds on each. The blossoms were fully 
as large as those that bloom in season 
out of doors. I found them the easiest 
of all lilies for indoor forcing. Their 
fragrance is wonderful, and they were 
greatly admired by all who saw them. 
When they had finished blooming, they 
were allowed to dry off slowly and in 
the spring the roots were returned to the 
garden.” For folks who love the sweet 
old-fashioned yellow lilies, this should 
prove a welcome suggestion. Try it once, 
just for luck. 
SUNDAY NIGHT: 

For a long time, it has been dawning 
on me that a great many gardeners, and 
I am one of the number, “scatter” en- 
Airely too mueh in our gardening ac-~ 
tivities and enterprises. We want every 
thing we see anybody else have. Could it 
be that we are just a little greedy in 
spots? Listen to this paragraph. It seems 
to hit the nail squarely on the head: 
“To practice restraint, and not to covet 
and seek to possess every lovely flower 
and plant one sees, is a hard thing for a 
gardener to do. There would, however, 
be finer flower and more satisfaction & 
flower raisers would select one or twé 
main lines and concentrate effort om 
them. If gardening is a favorite occupa- 
tion, then a hobby within a hobby wild 
prove a further fascinating employment, 
With limited ground, money, or time 
one can scarcely make every plant the 
finest of its kind, but one can select @ 
class or two on which to center extrg 
effort. And in this way can one become 
an authority on a chosen branch of 
gardening.”
